Never under any circumstances use 
a feather duster in the nursery. All the 
furniture,

should be dusted every day with a 
damp cloth, lieing careful to dust be 
hind the pictures as well as the other 
parts. Every week or two dust down 
the walls with a damp cloth tied on to 
a broom. Cover the crib aud bed with 
a large sheet when the room is swept 
aud remove all the lighter pieces of 
furniture after they have been wiped 
off while the room is being cleaned. 
At least twice a day, even in the 
coldest weather, the nursery windows 
should lie opened Infill top and bottom 
for fully half an hour and the room 
fairly flooded with fresh air and sun­ 
shine also lf you can get it.—New York 
Mail.

There are some very curious things 
to be noticed about numbers, so curi­ 
ous that some have declared that there j 
Is “a magic-’ in figures and that each ; 
* % 
numeral is symbolic of something else. 
Take a piece of paper and put down 
the figures 142857 aud multiply 2, 3, 4, 
5 and 6, and you will find that the 
same figures occur in the answer, only 
the positions are changed. For exam­ 
ple. 142857 multiplied by 2 equals 285* 
714, the same figures exactly, and if 
you will commence reading them at I 
the figures will follow in the same ro­ 
tation. Suppose you multiply by 4. Tho 
answer will be 571428, the same result 
as before. But if you multiply 142857 
by 7 the result is a row of nines, for 
the answer would be OOffObff. This is ti 
curious fact and may help you spend a 
pleasant hour. 
Ask a friend to open a book at ran­ 
dom and select and mark any word 
within the first ten lines aud within 
the tenth from the end of the line.
